from thence a true copy of their Liſts of able and fic bodies to bare Arms ; adding to each Name their qualities an profeſſions, according to their ſc- 
verall deſcriptions on the ſaid Pariſh-Liſt of Reſianty from Moneth to Moneth, with the number of Arms ſubſcribed and furniſhed by any of them for the 
ſervice of the County. ; : 

Thar the ſeverall Colonels, attended by the Captain and Clerk of each Band, with ſome of the Commirtce-men of each quarter, do forthwith reRific 
| e Regiſtred under the command ofevery Captain. | 

Thar the Regiments and Companics be from time to time drawn forth and Exerciſed, according to the Commiſſions of the Colonels and their Caprains, 
in readinefſe tor command of higher Authority, | 

Thar fince the Conſtitution of the ſaid Bands are in ſpeciall conſideration forthe defence of each others perſons and eſtares within the County, and not 
ro be drawn our thereof, bur upon reciprocall confideration with other Counties, for the more generall —__ as may ariſe from the care and judgement of 
higher powers and Authority, unto which all perſons, and every County muſt yield ready obedience. The ſaid Colonels, Caprains and Officers, intheir 
fairhfull care and diligent proſecution of their Martiall Diſcipline, ſhall nevercheleſſe have regard, Thar the ſeverall liſted Souldiers be from time 
ro time, rather helped (as far as may conſiſt with their Martiall duties) then hindred in the due proſecution of their ſeverall Vocations, and providence, for 
their livelyhoods and eſtates, | | 

Thar as often as any one or more of the ſaid Bands and Regiments, ſhall be drawn forth for Exerciſe or Employment, within the County, the Com- 
mittees of every reſpe&ive Diviſion or Limir, ſhall have warning, and notice before hand, of the times and places of Exerciſe or Empioyment, where they 
may be ro obſerve, the hopefull encouragement and duty of O fhcers and Souldiers. 

Thar on the daye; of Exerciſe, as well as at other occaſionall opportunities, The Commanders and Officers ſha'l inform, and inculcate amongſt the 
Souldiers, the happy conſequence of their Conſtitution, whereby their perſons, eſtates, and goods, are in more ſecurity then in formertimes: And thac 
the Exerciſe or Dilctpline, adding confidence ro their Courage, will breed delight in their Emplo ment,and by frequent converſation and joyning in affei- 
on to publike good, will increaſe love and kindneſfſe between Neighbours, pleaſing to God, and clighrfull ro all good men, or whart elſe of this nature may 
ariſe from their own conceptions, which may invite or draiv on {uch a love or liking to this Warlike, Manlike Exerciſe, as may hereafter exclude worle or 
more impertinent expence of time. | 

Thar whileſt Souldiers are in the field, cicher Exerciſing or preparing towards their Rendezvous, no one of them (nor any other) may preſume to break, 
or in any kinde to interrupt the due Silence, in attending the words of Command, as ſpecially by any bold afſertions of Exception, nor by any pretence of 
Propoſition, before leave obtained from the chief Commander on the place, and that he be pleaſed to cauſe Silence proclaimed tor that purpoſe (in caſe 
the buſineſſe will not attend another time :) Bur for thoſe complaints which they may otherwiſe poſſibly have cauſe ro make, they muſt rake other time and 
place to Iddreſſe themſelves to the next {uperiour Officers, Andincaſe of hard hand, or {lighting by them, their appeal lies fair and juſtly higher, as tro 
the Colgnell or Deputy Lievtenants. The Committee-men being ingaged (in their truſt) to afliſt the preferring of the ſame at the firſt fitting opportunirie, 
and the Secretary for the Regiment to ſolicice on the appealants behalf, whileſt in the mean time (as alwayes) the ſaid Committee- men are to receive re- 
ſpe& from Officers and Souldiers, equall with their Captains, eſpecially whenſoever they come to view or ſuperintend the Muſters or Exerciſe, 

Thar the ſeveral! Captains and Commitree-men, within or neer the Limits of each Com pany, with the approbation of the Colonell, do ſele& and place 
in chief within their Liſt, rhe prime men that ſerve wich their own Arms,and having alſo found others for their Neighbours, And in the next degree, thoſe 
that onely finde and wear their own Arms in the field : And next, thoſe moſt recommended for their 200d and taithfull neighbourly condition : And laſtly, 
thoſe that ſhall be any wayes thought fir for the Service, of whom there may be beſt hope of their duc application, 

Thar however the peperns is, that onely Houſholders ſhould be Liſted on theſe Trained Bands (the Garriſon of this Conmty) yet it may be allowed, that 
every Subſcriber and Furniſher of more then two compleated Arms, (hall (if he defire it) have his Meniall ſervant (or Retainer, tor whom he will be re- 
fponſible, though no Houſholder) to ſerve with one or more Arms, above the faid number of two , which priviledge is alſo allowed tothe Colonels and 
Captains for any, or the whole number of —_ Arms they have provided, or may ſubſcribe and furniſh : bein expected, that ſuch Menials or Re- 
tainers, ſhall be perſons of ſo fair carriage and demeanor, as may make them worthy of Gang accounted Gentlemen of the Company. 


vance the reproof and puniſhment of drunkards, ſwearers, and other perſons of diſturbance, The Martiall of each Company ſhall be aſſiſted in the field, 
by the Petty Conſtables or Headburroughs, who in number convenient, and of each Captains Limits by turns, ſhall be ſummoned with the Souldiers, to 
a:tend the dayes of Exerciſe, cc. as aforeſaid, for the better Ordering of the by-ſtanders or lookers on : and ſhall attach the bodies of all drunk irds and 
{wearers in fight, or hearing, or that ſhall be appgached duly, to be expoſed to ſuch Tuſtice, as by the Law of the Land is ordained. Burif the offender be a 
Liſted Souldier,or Officer: The Martiall ſhall ceafe him in Guard,till he have reccived puniſhment or acquitrall,ar the diſcretion and direQion of the Captain 
or chief Commanderin the field ;, which nevertheleſſe, muſt not exempt him trom the Legall puniſhment due to all ſuch offenders. And if the ſaid Cap- 
tain or chief Commander in the field, finde cauſe of further puniſhment on any Officer or Souldiers, then derermined before the Colours going off from 
the field , the offender ſhall be charged by the Marriall, into the cuſtody of the next Conſtable or Headburrough, to be carried with his accuſation before 
the next Iuſtice of the Peace, to be proceeded againſt or acquitted, as in juſtice may be requiſite : Burt rhe off=nce of any Officer or Souldier, be tending 
ro mutiny, or of that kinde which may whol'y concern the Power, Command, Obedience, and Diligence, in the Martiall way. The offender hall ſtill be 
detained, to be delivered over within twenty Gur hours or leſle time, into the cuſtodie of the chicf Martiall of the Regiment, viho ſhall be anſwerable for” 
his forth coming at the appointment of the Deputy Lievtenants, Colonell, and Commitrtce for the Militia, ro be proceeded withall in ſuch manner, as may 
be rhought moſt expediefit and juſt in the caſe. The Martials Fees, both of the Regiments and Companies, to be appointed or allowed by the Colonels 
and Caprains, till farther dire&ion in thar particular, | 

Thar whatſoever may further ariſe upon ordinary or emergent occaſions, either on the uſuall dayes of Exerciſe, or upon drawing out the Regiments to 
_——— of the County, or farther from their Limits, is lefr ro the Colonels and their Captains, to be determined ander the Rules of War, and Mar- 
tiall D:ſcipline, 

Thar as it may be; reſumed and ſo ordered , Thar no Licenced Vicualler do finde lefle then one complext Arms rowards the Service, for his part (valued 
by, or in his recognizance :) So ſhall it belong to ſome of them, to be ſeleed by the Captain of each Limits, and authorized by Warrant under his hand 
and Scal, as Sutler, or Provider,for neceſſary whoieſome Bread, Drink, or other convenient Victuals, to be uttered in the fields, principally to furniſh thoſe 
Souldiers for their Moneys, who cannot without breach of duty, go from their Colours. The ſaid Sutlers or Providers, undertaking and contracting for 
the wholeſomeneſle of their Viuall, and ro give Meaſure and Weight according to the Law at reaſonable Rates: And in defaulr therein to abide th 
cenſure of the Commirtee for the Militia, And if any others ſhall preſume to ventand ſer to ſale, any kinde of Vicuall whatſoever, without admiſſion of, 
and under the ſaid Sutler and Provider, who is undertaker in the Service, as aforeſaid, He ſhall be informed againſt by the Martiall of the Company, unt/ 
the Committee of the Militia, to be proceeded withall, as they ſhall conceive moſt expedient and juſt. pr 

Laſtly, That conſidering the whole Conſtitution and Charge, proceeds from the moſt generall good affections and eſtares of the County, through r 
providence of the Deputy Lievrenants, and Committee, ſeleed and appointed by Ordinance of Parliament. And fince thereby the ſaid County with., 
the Lines, &c. have had intereſt or reaſonable ſatisfaRion in the choice, or recommendation of their Commanders and Officers amongſt themſelves : : 
whileſt all Levies, that ſhall be had for any allowance or proviſion of Pay or Ammunition, a benefir ſtill reverts on themſelves with the generall good, : 
that even the Trophies and Accompliſhments of the ſaid Commanders and Officers, are defrayed by the County ; whereby all and every one from 
higheſt tothe loweſt, have the more gy ro perform their parts of Service in faithfull Command and moſt due Obedience. Let no ran grudge 
ſtand upon vain PunGtilioes inany caſe, {ince inthe moſt Chriſtian generous occaſions , whoſoever ſers his hand or ſhoulder to the work affeionarely # 
he ought. His honour in groportion may be accompred as great, who moves regularly at the loweſt Wheel or Nick, as his that ſtands or works at 
higheſt of all Motion or TranſaQtion for Publike good: which may ſeem to conclude, That all Commands in this way, are as of the whole Commir 
for the Militia, authorized by Ordinance of Parliament : Whercinevery mans unfaichfulneſſe, diſobedience, or neglect, muſt be accounted in proporty 
as againſt rhe State, and wiſhed happineſſe of the Kingdom. | Tn.
